Tlio SolUcincut of a Ing State is ni all cnuimstnuccsa task of eiioimous 
magnitude but A\hou the outiio teiiitoi)'' of the Slate, as in the case Of 
Indole, IS not one Lompaot aiea and consists of detaohed ti acts of a hetoio- 
geneous natiue the Avoik is, ako, of considoiable dilhcultj Anothei factoi that 
Avoiked as a handica]) Avas the unfoitunatc stait made on a dcfectn^e S3stem 
of AA’'oik in the initial stages of the settlement opoiatious The success 
that has, thcicfoie, attended the etfoitsS of all conceined in bunging 
this bottlement aaoiIc to conclusion in a inaunei satisfactoiy to all paities — 
pai'ticulailA’’ the clashes most alTectcd — is leudeicd all the more ci editable 
on account of the odds 

The icpoit IS c\luuistiAC and deals in detail not only AAith the histoiy 
of the settlement opeiations and the assessment, but, also, aa ith a a iii lety 
of gcneial and phjsical featuies of the btato, iCAiCAA’ing the doA'clopment 
of the ditfeient paits, etc 1 need not, theicfoie, go into details o^ all tlio 
A\ oik done of Aihich the lepoit is an eloquent ic>coid , but Avoukl just 
ic'coid 1113 impiessions on its salient featuies 

A lefcronco to the hist 01 3 of settlement opeiations aaouUI sIioaa' 
that though the unfoitunato stait, lofeired to above, led to a ceiUin 
amount of dislocations and caused an uunecessaiy cxpendituie of quite a

aica to add a piotty consideiable, fully legitimate, luciease to the leveuue 
but the Goveinmout decided to forego it foi then aim A\as not merely to 
enhance the 1 oven uo iiiespectiAC of all othei consideiations, but to create 
m the tenant a gieatoi sense of securitA of his possessions amountin'^ to a 
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Vested intciest and making Inm thiongli Ins contentment, piosjicntj and 
iesei\ed ability to tight against faminei etc contiibutc snb-,tantiall\ to 
the well-being of the fbtate not only now but also in tlic man} mam \cai^ to

An assesment decided upon after full considoiatiou of all the Aanous 
aspects of the question as detailed aboi’e should, as indeed it has done, 
mspire confidence among the ryots and that is the supreme test of the fair- 
ness of the assessments Figures in the lepoit shov that the assessment 
was objected to only in a veiy few case^ though ample facilities 11010 gnen 
to all concerned at every stage to make icpreseutations and the lejiiesent- 
ations that were lecened were fully and sympatheticalh attendcs;! to Onl} 
in (about 300 cases out of a (total of 2,08,711 holdings ajipeals uere 
presented to me 

In conclusion I must lecord my appreciation of the eihcient manner 
m which Kai Bahadur Bam Sarup cairied on the vhole woik 1 elating to the 
Settlement concluded 111 1929 His experience of similar woik in the United 
Flounces came in aery handy in getting 01 ei the diflBculties that piesontcd 
themsehes during the couise of the settlement woik and most of the 
accuracy of the work is due to his haa mg been evei aa illiug to listen to 
objections or representations of all kinds He avas ably assisted m his woik 
by Mr B B Tilloo, whose lo} al cooperation with him contributed much to 
the success of the aaoik Aitei his letiring fiom State seraice oavum to 
seiious illness the Settlement work was ui the concluding stages entrusted to 
Mr IL B Tilloo whose avork at this stage also desera es ajipieeiatia e 
refeienee I must also record my appreciation of the aaoik of other Inspect- 
ing and Assistant Settlement Officers They have, avith hardlv one 01 tavo 
exceptions, aaorked well and hard and fully coopeiated with then chief

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CHAPTER 1 
General and Natnral. 

The territory with which this repoit deals is iiuder the Sovereignty 
of His Highness Mahain]adhiia] Raj Rnjeshwar Sawai 
General Shree Yeshwant Rao Holkai It is a piogressive State, 

being promiei in j\Ialwa, and, in point of area takes the third place in Central 
India It is abundantly fertile, contains tracts rich in pictuiesque detail and 
can boast of a climate which is notably salubrious Hills and valleys, 
rners, undulating sti etches of land with sti earns mcaudoiing through, table- 
lands, plains and foiests present a wealth of natural imageiy at once fascinat- 
ing and varied Had it been compact oi at least more so than what it is, and 
possessed easy and sufhciont supphes of fresh and pmewatei, piobably it 
should have left little more to be desiied 

2 Tho extent of the State is 9,612 squai o miles but, as the accompany- 
ing sketch map will show, this aiea is scattered not only in almost the whole 
of Malua, but also in the Ceutial Provinces, Bombay Presidency, Bundel- 
kband and Rajputana There aie at least eleven blocks which comprise 
Holkar State and most of these aie so fai removed from one another that 
communication between some of them becomes a difBcult}’^ and their isolated 
situation IS, to some extent, a retarding factor in then piogiess 
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J The total nurabor of Milages iii the State is 4,3U(j — of these 3, obi 
Xhalsa villages ha\c boon settled and form the subject of this rcpoit Settle- 
ment \\ork Was done in 12 Jagii and Instainuu villages also, on the request 
of their holders, and also m 145 foicst Milages The rcmaindei are either 
Jugiror forest Milages The total po|)ulaliou of the State, nccoiding to the 
census of 1921, is 11,1)7, <115 peisoiis The lulmiiiistratne head-quaitois aie at 
Indoic, the Cajnlal of the ^tato, vhicli is situated m !Malna at 22 43’ Noith 
laititvide and 75 53’ East Ijongitudo ll is a beautiful town and a Qouiishmg 
business centie In close pio\iinity to it is the seat of the Ilon’blo 
the Agent to the t-lovoinor-Eoncral in Cential India About 12 miles 
from Indoio piopei, but witlim the ;>tate, is a Jliitish inilitaiy canton- 
ment at .Mhon riio town of liidoic stands at a height of about 1 ,300 feet 
abo\a scn•]e^el 3oino poiticns of the Slate aie e\en Ingliei while some, 
not on the plateau, aie natuiiiUv much lowoi

the Warla poi tion of jiargana Sendiiwa, which is on the other side of the 
Satpura hills, the rest of the Mato lies oithci on the Viiulhya hills oi below 
them m the Narbada Valley I'hc Northern block which foi ins the 

Rampuia-Bhanpura district is suiroumled by Udaipur, Jhalawai, Jaoia, 
Gwalior, Uonk, Kotah, Partapgaih and Khilchipur fetates 'J'he middle 
block, forming the jMaludpin district, has around it the tstates of 
Gwalior and Uewas i’ho J'aistein block oi Noraawai District is enclosed 
by Bhopal, Gwalun and Dhai states and by Biitish territory The Southeiu 
block, which is the biggest one and consists of two districts, liidoio and 
Niinar, has for its bouiulanos the Biitish toriitory and the States of Baiwani, 
Alirajpui, Gwalior, Downs and Dhnr In tlio w'est is a small patch being 
Tchsil I’etlawaid of Indore district Its mam poition is like an island 
surrounded mostlj b^ the Jhabua State

State of Indore admits of thiee natural divisions, which 
ai'd Gciiornr^ littlo difficulty uui be distinguished from one another , 

Description tlicse aro (i) the Hilly regions, (u) the Plateau and (in) 

the Low-lyiiig jilaius Except the low'-lyiug division, which 
IS a patch m Buudolkhand, the rest of the State is more or less hilly 
Two mam ranges of hills — tho Vnulhya and the Satpura — foim the 
bedrocks of Holkai temtorj In the south the Satpura range traverses 
from one end to tlio other covering large areas on either side, both 
State and British On its slopes he tho parganas of Sendhwa, Segaou, 
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Khaigoue, Bhikangaon, Kasiawad and the Sana wad poition of paigana 
Baiwaha this region extends up to the Narbada and forms the Southern 
i^atershed of that liver It is dotted all ovei ivith elevations, hillocks and 
stony ridges , in fact so uuei en is the character of the ground here that 
except in the Sanawad portion of paigana Barvaha, laige level tracts of 
land seldom meet the vieiv Acioss the Narbada and along it parganas 
Nisaipur, 31<iheshwar and Barivaha and district Nemavar aie situated 
in thiee different blocks sepaiated from one another bj' foieign territories 
Ihese form the Northern vateished of the Naibada and stand on the scaip 
of the Vindhias This tiact, or lather these tracts, are less hillj than 
the one referred to above Fiom here the Vmdh)as pass through 
parganas Mhow and Indore Further on in the east the range touches 
Nemawar district creating a hdl}'^ legion called ‘Pathai’ along the whole 
line in the north On the West a spur thrown out b}"^ the mam Vindhj a 
range overspreads the Petlawad pargana of ludore district 'lliis small 
pargana, which covers an area of 153 square miles, is hiUy all round and 
occupies an isolated position fai away fiom the mam block of the district 
Ihe other paiganas of the district are INIhow, Indoie, Sawer and Bepalpui, 
which together form a compact tract on the Malwa plateau The plateau

up in the north of Mahidpur is the hfth or last distiict of the State It 
goo> u.ider the name of Rampura — Bhanpura with head-quarteis at Garoth, 
a tov 11 111 the pargana uf the same name It is made up of sec en parganas, 
forming four separate groups, aud comprising jiaiganas Garoth, Manasa, 
Raiupun Bhanpura, Jirapnr, Suuel and Nandvai Pargana Jirapur 
^tmds by itself in the east, next to it m the west is pargana Snnel, 
vhich clso stands alone , then comes in the same, direction a combined group 
of pargauis Garoth, Manasa, Rampura and Bhanpma The fourth group 
or Naud^^al pirgana, a collection of 30 scattered villages, stands on the top 
i range of the ^ indhi i hills m the north-west of the district This range 
IS dong the north of the district and, while it simplv touches pargana

Mrtntvsa ui the uortU, It acLiinlly covois largo paits of parganas Kampiira 
and Bhanpura Tho-^o paits aie called ‘ Patlmis ’ and laj' but little claim 
to a docent population and though some cultivated land is not seldom found 
they are mostb used as ■ Shikaigahs * for big game The other three 
parganas are away fiom the mountain lango, but the'\ aio not so far lemoved

laily connecting Miiiel haic been leferied to above and a load to the fourth^ 
Kantaphoi, is aheady uiidei construction All the loads are kept in excellent 
ordei and aie open to automobiles, which luii extensively on hire, thus 
bunging distant places easiei within leaeh and making tiavelhng less- 
weaiisome than it would othoiwise be Automobiles leacli most of the remote 
parts of the .State and saie a lot of valuable time and expense 

1(1 The beneficial ehccts of improved and rapid means of communi- 
cation are disci’iniblo all lonud and haie favourably afiected both the 
people and the Stale , for M hile the general prosperity of the people has 
increased the levenues of the State have gone up by leaps and bounds Such 
results may not be ivhollj due to this single impiovement but it is certainly 
one of the loading causes

I admit thatin Holkai State gra's fodder cauuct be eliminated altogether 
but there should be a limit to it and where one acre of land would suffice "i 
acres should not he kept out of cultivation Ibis i- a problem deserving 
earnest consideration on the part of Mate authorities and if it could he 
sohed on economic principles both the Mate and the tenants would he 
immeuseli benetitted The Bural Development department, which has been

There is no codified Revenue Law and the administration is carried 
on by means of straj circulars some of winch aie verj'' old More thin a 
decade ago, Mr W H Moreland, its, Uirectoi of Land Records 
and Agriculture, United Provinces, an expert in revenue matters, who 
came on deputation to Holkar btate, had jireparcd a draft of Revenue Code 
for the htatc Rut it has not j'et passed into law 

()(i I ho agency for the collection of laud revenue is the Patel, each 
village has a Patel appointed more or less on elective principles bj' the 
Subha Idle Patel of Holkar btato combines in him the functions of lanibar- 
dar and headman of the Umted J^rovmces and is generally a respect-

Anothoi test is the proportion which the assessment takes to the gross 
produce An attempt has been made iii paragraph 62 to frame an estimate 
of the produce and the share of the ^tate in it as hi ought out by tbe 
assessment made is about one-eloveuth Thus m faxing its lovenue demand 
tlio State has not insisted on the Shastric proportion but has yielded to the

84 A sudden and excessive enhancement in revenue, although 
justifiable on valid giounds, naturally breeds discontent and is, therefore, 
hardly conducive to prosperity Keeping this principle in mow a good 
many villages had to be tieated still moie leniently m oidor to help them 
horn being too hard pressed and the number of such villages was uot less 
than 400 d'o attain this object the standard rates had to bo reduced more 
than 26%, thoifixed limit, in a numboi of cases a list of which is given m 
Appendix No XV That list also contains those villages in which the 
rates had to be raised beyond that limit m order to bring them upto the 
mark but the numboi of such villages is comparatively very small All such
